Fifteen nations have signed a 
treaty abjuring war as a national 
policy. More than two score others 
have been invited to join and some 
have already indicated they will do 
80. 

That is a fine gesture to peace. 
But it is not conclusive, for it does 
not abolish defensive war. Its fate, 
then, if it is ratified, will depend 
on interpretation rather than term. 
inology. Meanwhile, it has been the 
needed dramatic incident to fasten 
the world’s thought to peace as a 
definite, concrete ideal 

But men, and not words, are the 
highlights in this latest article. Sir 
Austen Chamberlain is the power 
behind it. Sir Austen conceived 
Locarno, and Locarno was the model 
and inspiration for the multilateral 
treaty 

Yet here is old world diplomatic 
skill, Britain and France could have 
framed such a treaty, but to span 
the Atlantic with it was another 
matter, Aristide Briand, France's 
astute foreign minister, therefore 
appealed to the United States, 
emphasizing the end desired, but 
leaving the means optional 

The response was the present 
treaty, proposed by Frank B. Kel- 
logy, U. S. secretary of state. Bri- 
tain was one of the first nations to 
accept it. Thus the United States 
aloof by policy from European af- 
fairs, has stepped out of its tradi- 
tion and of its own accord taken a 
leading part in those same councils. 

In its framing, the anti-war treaty 
is a notable argument for peace. In 
its conception, it is a diplomatic 
masterpiece,
